City. Informant attended the plenum but could not recall 
what transpired. He did observe SAM CARR -and CHILDS in 
attendance. Informant stated that in order to be 
conveniently -located for the plenum, WILLIAM WEINER 
and SAM CARR had a room at the Barbizon-Plasa; and other 
Canadian CP members also stayed at this hotel at the 
time . 

After the plenum in New York City, 
CARR went to Havana, Cuba to attend a convention of the 
Cuban CP. When CARR returned from Cuba, Informant saw 
him at the office of the New Century Publishers 3n 
New York City.

The foreign business of the NY firm was intended as 
a fund-raising enterprise for the Party, and not, to informant »s 
knowledge, for espionage purposes. The informant believes 
that this business in NYC is being operated by the LEVISONS 
and associates for the purpose of financing the CP. He is 
further of the opinion that WILLIAM' WEI NER continues to be 
involved in this operation, but has no facts upon which to 
base this opinion.

accompanied the informant and I | to Mobcow and arranged b 7 
for their hotel accommodation* ana transportation* 

After his arrival in Moscow, the informant went to 
the Comintern Building where he was received by a/ Russian named 
ABRAMORF (Rh) who was, in charge of the Comintern apparatus ♦ 
ABRAMOFF (Ph) received aXl students who were to attend tha 
apparatus school, took their pasaports and saw them at the 
completion of the course, at which time the pas sport a were 
returned. At the Comintern Building tha informant received a 
physical examination. He was also thoroughly interviewed 
concerning his background and was asked to identity leading 
Party people he torn* in the United States* He was also 
photographed and issued an identification card under the 
assumed name ROBERT MORGAH* He was inatructed to pose as an 
auto worker from t>etroit* Michigan* , 

After the formalities at the Comintern Building had 
been completed, the informant and some other students wera 
driven to an old three-atory mansion containing ten to fifteen 
large rooms which wae located in the heart of Moscow about one, 
mile from the Comintern Building* It was in this building 
that the apparatus school was conducted* 
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latter to Director* TBI 

Approximately 2j> students made ap th« class of which 
the informant waa a jneaber* These students vara of numerous 
nationalities Including Chinese, French* German, Hongollan, 
and English atudanta* The atudenta lived in a new hotel a 
abort distance from the school but across the Moscow JEUver* 
The personnel* which included the inatructora and housekeeping 
staff, lived at the aehool* the classes were conducted 
throughout the day and included lectures and practical work* 
The inatructora spoke In fluesian. English, or Carman, end 
uaed interpretera to assist the atudenta having no knowledge 
of these languages* The lectures were interrupted continually 
as the interpretera clarified the remarks made by the leoturer* 
This school lasted approximately a year* The informant 
explained that in Busaia every fifth day is a day of rest and 
that on this day the school was not in session* 

One course included training in the Morse Code* 
The inatructora and the atudenta all had telegraphic keys and 
earphones* In another course the students were taught how to 
build shortwave receiving sets and the theory of radio* A 
third course Included political lectures during which the 
current political situations were discussed* In addition* 
.security lectures were given by a man named FLIC *who was 
reportedly the head of the German 0? underground movement* 
Informant stated that this course included diacuasions relative 
to surveillances, personal behavior while acting as couriers, 
and . included discussions of the techniques employed by the 
Russian C? when it operated underground under the Csar* 
Another lecturer vort the 0G?TJ uniform and bed the rank of a 
Colonel* His lectures were based on the difficulties the 
German CP experienced with the Hazia* 

There was also a course given bv a Russian who had 
served twenty years in jail under the Csers* m this course 
the atudenta were instructed in the use of lemon Juice on 
blank paper for secret writing. It waa stated that iodine 
fumes should be used to bring up this writing* In this course 
the students were also taught to make leaflets by merely using 
a plate of glass* Informant could not recall the details of 
the course V.tt stated that it was primarily for use in Shina, 
Manchuria, etc*, but not In the TTnlted States where more modern 
facilities and methoda were available* 
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letter to Director* iBX 
M 65-1*11* 

SFhis school Included a course on i^HXJPS underground 
activity which described lira's hiding from the authoritiea 
and the disguises he used* There was no discussion or the use 
of firearms, explosives, or sabotage. 

In addition to the above-mentioned lectures, the 
class as a group visited the prisons and were shown how they 
were administered* They also visited actual places where the 
Communist Party SU members operated before the revolution* 
For one example* the informant v^tt^6 to a Xruit store from 
the hack of which a tunnel led to a secret room where a 
printing press had been operated* The atadent* were told that 
the literature printed at this place was distributed by the 
proprietor of the fruit store by placing various pieces of 
literature in the vegetable bags* 

The Informant stated that at -this time the GF Sff 
waa conducting a "cleansing" of its membership and the class 
was permitted to attend CP jaeetlnge in order to observe the 
olub members "cleanse" themselves* fhese meetings consisted 
of small groups but high C? S r J officials were present* Each 
club member was interrogated by several of the Party 1 * 
officials and bastd on the member'* answers he was (1) approved 
as a Party member, (2) instructed to perform certain duties, 
l*e* f a factory worker would be asked to ,so to a farm for a 
few months so that he would appreciate the position of the 
peasant, and vice versa, or (3) expelled from the ?arty* The 
class also visited the army camps around Moscow, farms, and 
factories. 

The bureau has been advised that during a previous 
interview the informant stated that during thia trip to Russia, 
while awaiting permission to leave for the tfnited States, he „ 
was approached at a Moscow hotel by an "Xntourist representative" 
who requested him to make a trip to Berlin, Germany, with all 
expenses paid by the Russian Oovernment for the purpose of 
delivering s pacVaga to a Oermany C? member* Informant stated 
that he delivered to this ferman a tnoney belt which the informant 
accidentally determined contained about $2*000 in German currency* 
the informant further advised that while en route to the tjnited 
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tetter to Director* TBI 

States Ana at the request of the "Intourist representative*" 
he carried another package to the same German Communist in 
Berlin, Oermeny* 

At the conclusion of the course at the Comintern 
apparatus school* the informant was assigned shortwave aall 
letters *T2FL, n which the informant described as German 
amateur call letters* The informant was told to listen to 
Russian shortwave bro adcasts at ni ght at 39*2 "meters* 11 The 
Informant stated that I I did not attend this school* 

After remaining in Russia approximately one year 
the informant returned to the United States* He believed that 
he would be contacted hy a Russian representative immediately* 
Bpwever, about one year after his return* probably in 1935* 
he was introduced by EAR& BHOWJEH in a restaurant in How York 
City to a Russian man whose identity was not revealed to him* 
Informant explained that thie was usual practice by Party 
people and that it was understood that questions were not to 
he asked concerning a person's identity* 

At a private meeting with this second Russian the 
informant was given #200 and directed to purchase a shortwave 
receiving set and to start listening to Bus si an shortwave 
broadcasts* The informant bought a standard shortwave receiver 
somewhere on "Radio Row* on Cortlandt Street* Kew York City* 
This set had removable coils to vary the wave lengths* The 
informant moved to an apartment on Bainbrldge Street* Bronx* 
Hew York* where the reception would be good* He listened to 
shortwave broadcasts for a week at 39*2 "meters'* at a time in 
the evening designated hy the second Russian* Informant 
could not recall the exact time of the transmission except 
that it was at night* 

One evening he picked up his call letters on the 
wave length designated and recorded the message, which was 
entirely in ciphers* on a sheet of paper* This message was 
conveyed by the Informant ^o the second Hussian whom he usually 
met on the street or in a restaurant. After each meeting they 
arranged for their next meeting* Informant received about 
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Letter to Tftrector, TUX 

twelve coded messages over a three month period* He estimated 
that he received one or two * weekt All messages were In 
ciphers from X to and no letter* were used* $he ciphers 
were in groups of five end each group wet repeated; once. 
Informant stated that he did not know the contents of the 
messages but understood that they related solely to Communist 
Party operations* 

After about three wonths the second Russian advised 
informant that he was not satisfied with the results and 
indicated that the informant had garbled the messages. The 
informant gave the receiving set to the second Hussian and 
this transaction terminated their relationship* 

The informant stated that the second Hussian had 
told Mm that he had entered the United States through Canada. 
This Hasslan was an acquaintance of KARL BH0WE&H and visited 
BHOWnEH at his home. Informant believes that this Hussian 
also knew MXUMH WEINEH of the New Century Publishers, IRC, 
He had a wife and family and had a child vho was bom in a 
Bronx, lOf hospital* This Russian had a summer cottage between 
Port Jervis and lake Saekett, flew Ifork* Informant could not 
describe the exact location of this cottage but knew its 
approximate location becsuse while informant was driving 
EABL BftOWm* and the Hussian in that area, the Hussian left 
the car to walk to his ultimate destination* 

In an effort to identify the second Hussian, the 
informant stated thai he owned a car and shipped it to Hussia 
when he, the Russian, left the United States* This car was 
crated for shipment at a place on i*0th or 50th Street, TO, 
where at the same time there was crated the car of the 
Hussian Ambassador to the United Btates who was also returning 
to Hassia* The informant stated that this Ambassador was the 
.first to the United States following recognition of Russia by 
the United States. Informant believed that this >was in about 
1$38. The informant believed that the Hussian** Canadian 
passport was obtained by SAM CAHH "who was involved in the 
Canadian espionage case* The informant described the second 
Hussian as of 1935 ** follows:

In regard to the Comintern apparatus school , Informant 
stated that other Americans besides himaelf attended. Since 
at this point of the interview the informant stated that time 
would not permit his discussing this matter* it was agreed 
that at the ne±t Interview on 9/23/52 the Identities of the 
Americans at the Comintern apparatus school would be discussed*
